Such a Long Dispatch That It 
Creates Suspicion. 


The removal 
of 
the 
postottic 
to 
W ater street as proposed will prove a 
bad thing for the interests already lo­ 
cated there. 


During six months of the year the 
Colby-Hinkley company 
utilizes the 
sidewalk for piling up fruit baskets and 
th e sidewalk at times is blockaded. This 
is considered a business necessity and 
has been tolerated. 
The travel 
on 
the street has been comparatively light 
and no one has complained. 
W ith the 
postotliee on that street the council will 
be at once appealed to to keep the 
walk clear and the pile of boxes will be 
removed. The other fruit package men 
have their ottices in the same vicinity 
and all these obstructions will neces­ 
sarily have to be removed and the side­ 
walks kept clean. 
The tendency will 
be to drive the basket warehouses to 
some other part of the city. 


The few men who are talking in favor 
of the proposed removal advance the 
argum ent that the postotliee was once 
moved from W ater street without the 
giving of any public notice. 
This they 
claim proves that Postmaster Hunting­ 
ton ha« not now played a sneaking 
trick. 
The two instances have 
no 
parallel at all. 
W hen the otliee was 
moved from W ater street Col. W ard 
was postmaster and as the otliee was a 
fourth class one he paid the rent of the 
postofliee room out of his pocket. 
A 
saloon moved next door to the W ar^r 
street postotliee and Col. 
W ard juat 
pulled the otliee up and moved it away 
—a sensible thing to do and in the act 
he was justitied. 
The public aoproved 
of the action most heartily. 


Postmaster Huntington cannot afford 
to continue in his present attitude. 
He 
is losing friends every day and nnt only 
losing friend* himself but losing votes 
for the congressman who appointed 
him.

Washington is assured in the light of press dispatches from Mad­ 
rid that the message conveyed reported authority for M. Cumbon to act on 
Spain’s behalf. 
The message however is very long and this occasions some 
surprise.

"Washington, Aug. 12.—The presi­ 
dent t.p to 10 o’clock this morning had 
received no oHi-'ial communications as 
to the action of the cabinet council, 
held at Madrid yesterday in agreeing 
to the protocol drawn up by Secretary 
Day on Wednesday. 
It is confidently 
expected that, signatures on behalf of 
the United States and Spain will be af­ 
fixed today and the provisions of the 
protocol at once be put in operation. 
The results will be the immediate ces­ 
sation of hostilities, the occupation of 
Manilla by (Jen. M erritt and San Juan 
by Miles. 
There will be a delay in the 
evacuation of Havana and other Span­ 
ish strongholds in Cuba. 
It is stated 
on good authority that Secretary Day 
will be placed at the head of the peace 
commission and that two senators will 
bo members. _____

Owen Galiagher, employed in a shop 


at th* fM r of the Hawley apartments, 
saw a good part of the tragedy.

lagher, with other 
workingmen, had 
their attention 
attracted by hearing 
H awley tiuarreling with his wife. 
The 
policeman was sitting in a chair at the 
rear window. Ho held a revolver In his 
hand and w'as looking at its barrel. 
Gallagher heard Hawley cur.-e his wife, 
telling her "to get out of this.” 
Then 
the policeman’s mother came up ard 
tried to get the revolver aw ay from 
him. 


The old lady put her arms around her 
son’s neck and endeavored to take thi' 
revolver away from him. 
He shoved 
her off and then the shooting began. 
Gallagher saw the policeman stand up 
and aim the pistol directly at the two 
little children. 
“He shot them down 
like dogs.” said he. As the mother was 
putting her arms around Hawiey's neck 
he was heard to be repeating this sen­ 
tence: 
"I’ll fix them all."

AN OIL WELL SHOOTER.

Be PlAjrvd B»ek Stop In the Gatno ll«tw«en 
Lir« mná DeAth, With Nuture In the 
Box and Twenty QnnrtH of Nitroglycerin 
Doing Hervlce m the IImII. 


Ouo of the most thrilliiiR experiences 
V»C!or(lod iu the annals of shooters’ ca­ 
reers was that in which Dick Singleton, 
au old time J3radford shootor, played 
the rolo of hero. II«; flayed it well too. 
That the sensational draniudid not turn 
out to be a traf^'cdy in which six lives 
were taken iu the last act is due to the 
hero’s cool head, ([uick decision and su* 
,perb nerve iu the face of almost certain 
death. 


Singleton was one of the best known 
•hooters in the Bradford field. 
He had 
all the qualities which enter into the 
niiike up of a successful juggler with 
death’s agencie.s. Ihi had shot hundreds 
of wells and transported glycerin all 
over roads which at certain seasons 
had no counterpart for all round vil* 
lainy anywhere, but his reckless caution 
had always averted a catastrophe. 


One day Singleton started out to shoot 
a W’ell located near Ikadford. The well 
bad been “ drilled in” tw^oor three days 
before, but the shooter had been too 
busy to put in a shot. 


Arrived at the w’ell Singleton pro­ 
ceeded to fill the shells with glycerin 
from his cans. 
That is a proceeding of 
Bonic delicacy, as glycerin allows no 
liberties to be taken with it. Care must 
be exercised in pouring the stuff from 
the cans into the slielKs. 


The w'ell was about 1,800 feet deep, 
aud during the interval since drilling 
had stopped about 1,000 feet of fluid 
had accuinulate<l in the liole. 


There was nothing unusual about 
that, but something unusual did hap­ 
pen .speedily and most inopportunely; 
toniething calculated to turn one’s hair 
gray and make such au impression on 
the memories of the men present as 
timo could not effacc. 


The glycerin shell had been lowered 
eoveral hundred feet, and Singleton was 
«lowly playing out the eonl, wlu‘n he 
ielt the line slacken. 
Immediately he 
heard an ominous roar. It was a sound 
to appall the stoutest h(‘art. 


The well had started to flow! 
Singleton knew the meaning of that 
Bound. 
He knew that u column of oil 
1,000 feet high, tibeying the impetus of 
tho mighty forces of nature, then in 
convulsion 2,000 feet underground, was 
forcing to the surface with a velocity of 
a cannon ball ti shell containing 20 
quarts of glycerin. 


He realized that the propulsive energy 
of that column of oil would project the 
aliell against the timbers of tho derrick 
with tremeudous force. 
No need to 
speculuto on what would follow tho im­ 
pact. 


All this was flashed upon Singleton’s 
consciousness as he stowl leaning over 
tho hole. The thought Hash aud the 
fiigual of peril were coincident in point 
of time. 


It w’as an aw’ful moment—such a 
luomeut as no man had ever exiMirieneed 
and live<1 to describe. 


Singleton’s comimnions understood 
the imi)ort of that terrifying sound. 
Acting upon a natural inipul.se, they 
turned to flee, seeking in flight the 
eafety w’hich they knew it was futile to 
hope for. Almost before terror could 
Jm part motion to their limbs the catus- 
~frópho would befall. 


If Singleton had lost his head or hes- 
itated'for only a fractional part of a sec­ 
ond, six men would have been blow'n 
into eternity, and another horror would 
have been added to the long list charged 
to the account of nitroglycerin. 


But he did not lose his head. He 
knew that flight was uselens. Ko time 
for that. 
Whether ho should run or 
etoy, death seeemd to bo inevitable. 


If he should stay, there was one 
chance—only one. It came to Singleton 
like an inspiration. The one chance de­ 
cided him. Desperate as it was—a m il­ 
lion to one that it would fail—ho re­ 
solved to take it. 


Who can say what passed through 
tho man’s mind during tho inappreciable 
fraction of time that ho waited to put 
his plan into execution? 


Perhaps Singleton himself could not 
describe >vhat his mental vision beheld 
in that brief interval betwec'u the warn­ 
ing and the appearance of the messenger 
of eternity.

In- 
ImprcMlofM on Bl* First 
IroductloB to Smoklns Tobacco. 


It was on the island of Cuba, in the 
autumn of 1492, that the use of tobacco 
^ s learned by Europeans. 
Columbus 
m^kes tho first mention of ^ tho weed in 
his diary under date of Cct. 15. When 
ho and his men landed on Cuban shores, 
the kindly natives, who mistook them 
for messengers from heaven, brought 
them numerous offerings. Among these, 
as stated by the adnnral in his diary, 
were some “ dry leaves, which must bo 
something much prized by them (tho 
natives), for they had already brought 
mo some in San Salvador as a present.” 


Little heed was paid to these leaves 
in tho beginning by tho Spaniards. They 
w’ero in search of gold and saw no pos­ 
sibility of converting mi.'^erablo weeds 
into that precious commodity. 
In tho 
course of time they began to notice that 
us the natives W’cnt to and from their 
villages and tho shore smoko escaped 
from their mouths, “ in a truly diabol­ 
ical nuujuer. ” 
Soon they discovered 
that these unclad children of the wilds 
carried in 
their hands a “ burning 
stick,” which every now’ and then they 
would put into their moutlis and blow 
out a cloud of smoke. This had a most 
hejitlicnish look, as it is recorded, to the 
Spaniards, and they inquired, as well as 
tiiey could by signs, into tiic custom. 


They learned that tho burning sticks 
were composed of tho dried leaves so 
treasured by tho natives, and that the 
custom of smoking the fragrant w*eed 
was suppo.sed to lessen fatigue on long 
j(uu*ney.s. They tried it for themselves 
and found this actually to be tho case. 
On nuuiy a trouble.some jaunt thereafter 
they were refreshed as tho ploa.sant per­ 
fume curled upward from their own 
“ burning stick.s. ”—Detroit Journal.

SPECULATING ON SHIPS. 


How Vnilerwrltcrit OMinhle on Overdue 
Vt'MelM I’oHti'cl Ht Lloyild. 


When a ship is overdue, an opportu­ 
nity is sometimes allorded for a gamble 
at Lloyds. It can bo readily understood 
that underwriters who are interested in 
tho “ overdues” are only too willing to 
get rid of the rii<k by paying a premium 
on tho insured rate to those who arc 
willing, on their terms to relieve them 
of tlieir responsibilities. 
The premium 
varies with the chances of the ve.ssel 
turning up; the smaller the chances the 
higher tho premium and vice versa. 


Thu rati'S paying on “ overdues” .‘jerve 
as accurate barom eters of tho p ro bab ili­ 
ties or (Jtherwise t)f the ship ever being 
heaird of again. These uiulerw riters w ho 
speculate on “ overdues” are generally 
know n by tho signilicant nam e of “ d»)c- 
tors. ” 
T he insurance on an “ overdue” 
m ay ])a.ss through m an y channels before 
the ship is, on the one hand, “ posted” 
at 
Lloyds 
as “ mi.ssing, ” or, on the 
other hand, she arrives in safety. 


A ship is never “ ported” until the 
conunittee is thoroughly satisfied that 
her case is hopeless, and until the own­ 
er is of the same opinion. Before “ post­ 
ing” a notice is put up for a w’eek in­ 
viting any information concerning tho 
vessel. If this elicits no new.s, tho com­ 
mittee at its next meeting votes the ship 
as “ missing, ” and a notice is posted ac­ 
cordingly. 
Tho loss i.s then settled and 
paid for. 
It nuiy bo incidentally re­ 
marked that “ posting” at Lloyds con­ 
stitutes a legal death certificate for any 
one on board the missing ships.—Good 
Words.

Goust is tho snuillest republic as to 
area, but Tavolara is the smallest re­ 
public as to population. Goust is only 
one mile in area. 
It is located on tho 
fiat top of a mountain in the Pyrenees, 
between Franco and Spain, and is recog­ 
nized by both of th(»se countries. 
It is 
governed by a pn*sident and a council of 
12. 
It was established in 1048 and has 
liJO inhabitants. Tho pre.sident is tax 
collector, assessor and judge. Goust has 
no church, clergyman or cemetery. The 
peopli» worship in a church outside of 
their own territory, and the dead bodies 
are slid down to a cemetery in the val- 
hy below. 
In that valley all the bap­ 
tisms and nuirriages are performed. 
Tavolara is 1:^ miles northeast of Sar­ 
dinia. It is an i.sland five miles long by 
a half mile wide. Its total population 
consists of 55 men, W'omen and chil­ 
dren. The women go to the polls w’ith 
the men and elect every yeiir a presi­ 
dent and council of six, all serving 
witliout pay. Tho inhabitants support 
themselves by fishing and raising fruit 
and vegt'tables. Tho republic lias no 
arno’ and no navy.—Cincinnati En- 
(]uiror.

The maiket price of “ stalps,” as 
agreed upon betwei u tile early French 
colonist.s of Liu.i.'-iuna and tho Indians, 
with whom they bargained to fight out 
their battles with iiostilu Indians for 
them, varied with circumstances.

the Alibanious a “ scalp” of one of the 
last named, when brought to them, was 
paid for at the rate of a gun, five pounds 
of musket halls and as much powder. 
“ On the 14th of March” (1704), writes 
Do La llarpe, “ a party of ¿0 Chicachos 
(Chickawiws) brought in four Alibamon 
scalps. They were given for each scalp 
a gun, live pounds of balls und as much 
of powder, according to the contract 
nuule with them.”—New Orleans Pica­ 
yune.

It is made from 
the whites of two eggs, beaten stiif, 
with a tablespoontul of sugar and a tea- 
spoonful of cornstarch. 
Half a cup of 
colli milk is added by degrees and all 
beaten together very stiff. 
A cup of 
milk is heated over the fire, with a 
small butter ball melted in it. 
This is 
allowed to come just to the boiling 
point, when it is removed to a cooler 
part of the stove and the beaten egg 
mixture added. 
When it has all thick­ 
ened very slightly to about tho consist­ 
ency of thick cream, it is taken off and 
strained and cooled. 
This may be used 
as cream for serving with fresh or pre­ 
served fruits, but it is needless to add 
it will not whip.—New York Post.
